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Coffee County engi- 
neer Marty Lentz present- 
ed the county’s “Rebuild 
Alabama” Fiscal Year 2024 
County Transportation Plan 
during the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday, Aug. 14, in New 
Brockton. 

Lentz said four roads are 
set to be resurfaced in the 
plan for an estimated total 
project cost of $2,071,000. 
The roads included in the 
proposed plan are County 
Roads 151, 505, 728, and 
514. 

A total of 14.78 miles of 
county roads will be resur- 
faced when these projects 
are completed. 

The County Road 151 


project is 2.76 miles; the 


County Rd. 505 project 
is 2.04 miles; the County 
Road 728 project is 3.48 
miles, and the County Rd. 
514 project is 6.50 miles. 

Since the inception of 
the Rebuild Alabama road- 
way projects in 2020, Lentz 
said Coffee County had 
resurfaced over 42 miles 
of its roads at a cost of 
$4,918,970. This includes 
16 different road projects. 

These 16 projects 
includes County Roads 723, 
200, 110, 420, 422, 423, 
248, 107, 377, 418, 147, 
719, 346, 450, 239, and 
Heritage Heights. 

The projects proposed in 
the FY24 Plan would only 
add to those numbers to 
provide better roadways.

That's why, when you're feeling down or depressed, it can be tempting 
to reach for a chocolate shake, a candy bar, or a bag of chips. These 
foods really do make you feel better, at least in the short term. 

Of course, there are a couple of problems. One is that these foods are 
not especially healthy— and while there's certainly nothing wrong with 
splurging every now and again, you don't want to develop habits that will 
compromise your physical well-being. 

Additionally, comfort food can become a tool for self-medication— 
and while it effectively minimizes feelings of sadness, it doesn't offer' 
a constructive way to cope or to heal. The worst-case scenario is that! 
comfort foods take the place of more meaningful therapies, like talking 
about your grief with a close friend or with a counselor. 

Keep all of this in mind as you reach for those comfort foods. You're not! 
wrong to think that they work— but that doesn't necessarily mean they're 
the best way to handle your grief.

What a Mixture of 
Emotions 

For seventy-seven hours 
in July, 2002, fear held 
the town of Quecreek, 
Pennsylvania, in its grasp; 
nine coal miners were 
trapped two hundred forty 
feet below ground in a 
flooded mine shaft. They 
managed to find an air 
pocket, but then had to 
wait and wonder in cold, 
wet, depressing darkness. 
Workers above drilled 
an air shaft, and the min- 
ers’ hopes rose. Hope was 
strengthened again as they 
heard the rescue shaft 
being bored toward them, 
but then despair came as 
the noise stopped for eigh- 
teen hours. The drill bit 
had broken, halting the res- 
cue effort. The men vowed 


‘to live or die together and 


wrote out their wills, put- 
ting them into a lunch box. 
Drilling resumed, and 
when the new drill broke 
through, despair turned to 
hope. Then, as the min- 
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ers were brought to surface 
one by one, hope turned 
to joy for the miners, their 
families, their rescuers, and 
literally an entire nation 
that had been watching on 
TV. 

On the morning Jesus 
arose from where He had 
been entombed, there 
was a similar mixture of 
fear, despair, and joy. The 
guards were “frightened to 
death” — as the saying goes 
— by the sight of the angel. 
The women’s own fear 
was mixed with despair 
that someone had stolen 
His body, but that despair 
would soon give way to joy 
when they heard that Jesus 
was alive. How blessed we 
are: because of their tes- 
timony we have no cause 
for fear or despair, only 
unmitigated joy! —C.R.B.

New law prohibits smoking and vaping in vehicles with children 


Secondhand tobacco 
smoke leads to health prob- 
lems, and there is no safe 
level of exposure for chil- 
dren or adults. A newly 
enacted Alabama law pro- 
hibits smoking or vaping 
in enclosed motor vehicles 
with children ages 14 and 
younger as_ passengers. 
Children’s smaller bodies 
take in a larger amount of 
air, so tobacco smoke is 
particularly hazardous to 
them. In infants and chil- 
dren, secondhand smoke 
can cause: 

¢ Sudden infant death 
syndrome (SIDS) 

* Respiratory infections 

¢ Ear infections 

* Asthma attacks 

SIDS is the sudden, unex- 
plained, unexpected death 
of an infant in the first year 
of life. It is the leading 
cause of death in otherwise 
healthy infants, Chemicals 
in secondhand smoke 
appear to interfere with reg- 
ulation of infants’ breathing. 


Children who are exposed 
to secondhand smoke are at 
an increased risk for 

¢ Pneumonia and bron- 
chitis 

° Wheezing, coughing, 
shortness of breath 

* Middle ear disease 

¢ Ear infections and oper- 
ations to put in ear tubes 

* More frequent and 
severe asthma attacks that 
can put a child’s life in 
danger 

* Slowed lung growth 
Protecting children from 
secondhand smoke also 
means not using other types 
of commercial tobacco 
products. These include 
e-cigarettes. 

* Aerosol from e-ciga- 
rettes is not harmless. It 
can contain cancer-causing 
chemicals. These include 
heavy metals like nickel, 
tin and lead, among other 
chemicals. 

* E-cigarettes are not safe 
for children, teens, young 
adults, pregnant adults, or 


people who do not already 
use tobacco. 

* No e-cigarette has 
been approved by the FDA 
as a quit smoking aid. 
To protect children riding 
in your vehicle, do not let 


anyone smoke. Rolling 
down windows does not 
protect them. Smoking 


or vaping in an enclosed 
vehicle with children is a 
secondary violation. This 
means that if a driver is 
pulled over for another rea- 
son and a child is pres- 
ent, fines are up to $100.

For what it is worth... 


*** The preseason high school football polls are out, 
and while they mean nothing, they do give an indication of 
the respect a program has built over the years, and that is 
certainly the case here in Elba where the Tigers are ranked 
second in the 1A poll behind defending state champion 
Leroy by both the Alabama Sports Writers Association and 
the Alabama High School Football Historical Society. The 
Tigers posted an 11-1 record last season and an 11-2 record 
back in 2021, and with nine starters back on both sides 
of the ball it is easy to see why the Tigers have received 
so much preseason hype. I know the players and coaches 
at Elba High have been hard at work all summer getting 
ready for the season, and ready or not it is here. I for one 
am more than ready! 

*** Elba Tiger football standout Alvin Henderson 
announced last week he had narrowed down the list of 
potential college suitors from over seventy to ten. His 
‘Top 10° include Alabama, Arkansas, Auburn, Florida 
State, Georgia, Miami, Penn State, Tennessee, Oregon and 
Southern Cal. Henderson stated in a published interview in 
a daily newspaper the list included teams that he has built a 
relationship with since recruiting began in the ninth grade 
and that no team was really a front runner at this time. My 
guess is that the announcement will not slow down the 
recruiting process that much, but at least he did give some 
fans a réason to get excited. 

*** The sport of football has always been popular 
in the South, and when you stop and look at the number 
of youngsters playing football in Alabama it is clear 
the state is among the tops in the nation, behind only 
Mississippi, when based upon per capita population.

While the Elba Tigers 
have piled up the wins in

Alvin has 
been an outstanding running 
back since the ninth-grade, 
but has worked hard to get 
better every day in practice 
and it is that hard work that 
has made him the player he 
is today.”

other#reasons to look 
forward to the upcoming 
season. 

“We didn’t really lose but 
two seniors off last year’s 
team on both offense and 
defense,” stated Sieving, 
“cand they were the same 
two guys. We have the 
majority of our players 
back and they are now 
stronger and faster. We 
feel like we will have an 
opportunity to play some 
good football this season, 
and are all looking forward 
to the season.” 

While Henderson is the 
main weapon in the Tigers 
high-scoring offense, 
he is surrounded by an 
abundance of talent at 
almost every position. 

Senior quarterback 
Brayden Johnson is back 
for his third year as the 
Tiger signal-caller, and 
the 6-1, 240-pounder, is 
a threat both running and 
passing. His strength and 
power enabled him to run 
for 559 yards and four 
touchdowns during his two 
years at quarterback, while 
also throwing for 1,083 
yards and 10 scores. 

“Brayden is a hard-nosed 
player that comes to play 
every day,” added Sieving. 
“He is confident player 
and is calm no matter the 
situation.” 

Anchoring the Elba 
line up front will be four 
returning starters in junior 
Logan Horton (5-9, 180), 
senior Jamal Siler (6-4, 
275), senior Kaleb Mitchell 
(6-2, 270) and senior 
Keaton Poole (5-11, 215), 
while also back in the lineup 
will be senior tight-end Ty 
Sieving (6-2, 200). A new 
face in the starting lineup 
to replace one of the two 
seniors from a year ago will 
be highly-regarded junior 
Emmanuel Cook (6-4, 285), 
who is also getting a lot of 
looks from colleges across 
the nation. 

“The right side of our 
offensive line will check in 
at 270, 275 and 285,” said 
Coach Sieving, “and that 
is rare in 1A football.

has the backs, receivers and 
linemen we have, and when 
you can average 10 yards 
per carry running the ball, 
why throw it.” 

The Tiger defense 
struggled at times last 
season at times, but did 
limit seven opponents 
to one score or less, and 
appears to be a veteran 
group entering the season. 

The defense will be 
anchored by a returning 
all-state defensive back in 
senior Cameron Gray (6-1, 
165), who had over 50 
tackles and picked off five 
passes a year ago. 

“We expect a solid effort 
on defense and feel like 
we should be able to hold 
teams down in points, as 
well as run to the ball and 
make tackles. Our group 
of linebackers in Jacob 
Watkins, Cayden Adkins 
and Brayden Johnson will 
be second to none!
